eeting cal'led to order by President Sam Boldrick. Minutes taken by Darlene 
Tlussell. Mary Dorsey read the treasurer's report as written by Ludovico Blanc.

Wagner Homestead: Dolly said that next week there will be a conference to dis¬ 
cuss the future of Highland Park and a proposed redevelopment plan for the area 
north of 11th Avenue. A transit station is proposed for 11th Street and 
7th Avenue. The Wagner Homestead is at 11th Street and 8th Avenue. Dolly 
also reported that the Andersons (owners of Wagner Homestead) have yet to sign 
a bill of sale. They will get a tax deduction for the value of the house, 
pre sently appraised at $5,200.00. An application, for exemption will be filed 
the first of January. Charles said we should get a proper report on the house. 
Judy Fa-gen and Harold Barrand have not yet presented their bill for the as-is 
* rowings. 

Lizz said the Harvest Fair is shaping up well. There were a few openings for 
workers so the sign-up sheet was passed around. 

Dr. Jackson's: Still waiting. 

Anderson's Corners: It is now on the National Register. 

Antique Show: Dolly has a mailing almost ready for the dealers. A compli¬ 

cation has shown up: The Williamsburg Forum is the same weekend as the Show 
and we will not be able to get some of the speakers for the 1978 Show. There 
will be ads in seven publ ications. Phyllis will send a news release to trade 
magazines and local publications. A local speaker will be J. Wayne Taylor. 

Guidebooks: Miami Beach book will not be ready for the Fair. Charles said he, 

Judy Fa-gen, and Peter Zorn have done the layouts. He got seven estimates? all 
printers need 18-21 days, all have heavy schedules. The book will have 30 
pages, both sides, 5^" x 8^", 25 photos, spiral bound. It will be ready for 
the printer in 2weeks. The best estimate from Abbey, $81^/500 copies or 
$1,137/1,000 copies, complete. Darlene moved to order 1,000 copies, Sallye 
seconded, passed by unanimous voice vote. Charles also suggested that we 
consider ordering text paper for four books as it would be cheaper. We 
decided to hold off for now. Coral Gables book voted on at the December meeting. 

John Baldwin suggested that the Survey Team read and follow the guide put out 
y the Dept, of Interior/National Park Service as to what should be in a 
statewide survey and plan. Also, John will apply for national grant appli¬ 
cations. Lizz moved and Sam seconded that John send a letter to Frank G.Burke, 
Executive Director, National Historical Publ ica-tions and Records Com., re- 
auesting a list of their publications and reports. Carried by voice vote. 




Building Codes: John and Charles said that a change of less than 50fo of 
assesed value does not have to meet building codes. If the change is over 
50$> of the assesed value it has to meet local and national codes. Perhaps 
someone should be hired to study and find a solution. 

1 National endowment grant takes a couple of years; the grant applications 
'—are submitted in. March, awarded in October, and the money available the 
foil owing October. 

State Capitol Building: although 155,000 Floridians have signed petitions 
in favor of preserving the Capitol building, there has been no impact. It 
has become a political football. Sallye and Dolly propose we initiate a One 
Dollar campaign—that individuals send $1.00 to Gov. Askew for Capitol preser¬ 
vation. This plan would require a lot of other groups working together and 
at the same time, and lots of publicity. Dolly moved to initiate this 
campaign, Sallye seconded, and carried by unanimous voice vote. 

The next General meeting will be November 15 . Since Dr. Jackson’s is not yet 
available, the meeting will be held at the Museum. Lizz will send out notices. 
We must do a newsletter immediately to publicize our goodies—the calendar and 
notepaper will be ready soon, the newsletter should include an order form. 

Meeting adjourned 10:^5 PM. Refreshments were served.
